Election/Restrictions 

Claims 1 and 10 are generic and allowable. Accordingly, the restriction 
requirement as to the encompassed species I to III is hereby withdrawn and claims 3-5, 
directed to the species of II and III no longer withdrawn from consideration since all of 
the claims to this species depend from or otherwise include each of the limitations of an 
allowed generic claim.
